US church official gets 
prison in landmark 
abuse case 


NEW YORK (AFP) - The 
highest-ranking US church of¬ 
ficial to be convicted of cover¬ 
ing up child sex allegations, 
Philadelphia Monsignor 
William Lynn, was sentenced 
to between three and six years 
in prison yesterday. 

Lynn, whose job it was to 
investigate reports of abuse in 
the archdiocese from 1992 to 
2004, was found guilty last 
month of one count of child en- 
dangerment. 

Defense lawyers had pushed 
for Lynn to be spared prison, 
but Judge Teresa Sarmina im¬ 
posed close to the maximum 
sentence of between three-and- 
a-half and seven years. 

"It was three to six years," 
an official at the court in 
Philadelphia told AFP, con¬ 
firming the tough sentence. 

Lynn, 61, who took the wit¬ 
ness stand for three days during 
his 10-week trial, was not 
charged with molesting chil¬ 


dren, but rather with covering 
up the crimes of priests who 
did. He argued that he may 
have been out of his depth, but 
had never acted criminally. 

Victims' groups hailed the 
verdict as a major step forward 
as a court had acknowledged 
that someone in Lynn's position 
had endangered a child. 

The trial, the first in the 
United States involving such a 
senior official in the Catholic 
Church, also centered on two 
more Philadelphia priests. 

Reverend James Brennan, 
who was suspended from his 
duties as a priest, stood accused 
of attempting to rape a 
teenaged boy in the 1990's. The 
jury was hung over the charges 
dealing with Brennan, who will 
not face a new trial. 

Defrocked priest Edward 
Avery pleaded guilty on the eve 
of trial. Avery was sentenced to 
between 2.5 and five years in 
prison.

The “Centro di Famia di Cri¬ 
ansa Arubano” (Aruba Foster 
Home Center) is continuing 
their campaign to the commu¬ 
nity under the caption “Mi 
mester di Bo” (“I need you”).

This may be for a 
short period or for the long 
term and they need a place to 
live and someone to care for 
them. 

The CFCA coordinates and 
manages the foster parents and 
guides the process for a person 
or family to become a foster 
parent. Along with this, they en¬ 
sure that the child receives 
quality care and that the gui¬ 
dance is very good. CFCA is 
looking for foster parents who 
would like to help a child. 
These children, in most cases, 
are in an intern boarding facility 
and will not be getting the at¬ 
tention, warmth and care that a 
family can and will offer them. 

CFCA is looking for foster 
parents for small children but 
also for children somewhat 


older. The ages range between 
0 to 18 years of age. These 
children also deserve to have a 
family, a person or family that 
can motivate them to strive 
ahead. 

The CFCA recognizes that 
there are various types of foster 
parents, but right now they 
have a scarcity of foster par¬ 
ents, particularly during this 
time considered one of crisis. 
Families in the time of crisis 
are very important because 
sometimes a child cannot stay 
in his home, nor can he be ad¬ 
mitted in a Foster Center either. 
These families give the child a 
place to live for a time (could 
be 2 weeks, 2 months) but 
never longer than 6 months.

No austerity cuts for 
Dutch royals 


QUEEN BEATRIX of the 
Netherlands says she sees “no 
reason” to reduce the allowance 
of €830,000 she receives from 
the state every year - despite 
new research showing the 
Dutch royals have overtaken 
the British monarchy as the 
most expensive royal family in 
western Europe. 

The queen’s refusal to ac¬ 
cept less from the hard-pressed 
public purse comes just two 
days after Spain’s King Juan 
Carlos said he would accept a 7 
percent cut in his salary in line 
with reductions imposed on 
public sector workers. 

The annual report on the 
cost of European heads of state, 
by Prof Herman Matthijs of 
Ghent University, Belgium, 
shows the cost to the taxpayer 
of the Dutch royal family is 
€39.4 million. This includes 
€18 million in “personal costs” 
and the queen’s working al¬ 
lowance of €830,000, but does 
not include the multimillion- 
euro security cost. 

The bill for subsidising 
Queen Beatrix (74) and her 
children, including heir to the 
throne Crown-Prince Willem 
Alexander, his wife Princess 


Maxima and their three young 
daughters, Amalia, Alexia and 
Ariane, is roughly four times 
that for keeping the Spanish 
royal family, which costs be¬ 
tween €9 million and €10 mil¬ 
lion. 

While King Juan Carlos’s 
son and heir, Prince Felipe, will 
also take a pay cut of 7 per cent, 
in the Netherlands Crown- 
Prince Willem Alexander will 
follow his mother’s lead and 
draw the same allowance as last 
year, although the exact break¬ 
down is not specified. 

The report also points out 
that the financial burden on the 
Dutch taxpayer, already facing 
cuts in public services and 
salaries of €13 billion next year, 
is proportionately higher - be¬ 
cause the population of the 
Netherlands is only one-third 
the size of Spain’s and a quarter 
the size of Britain’s. 

In the Netherlands, although 
Queen Beatrix’s popularity is 
consistently high, she has been 
at odds with parliament, which 
voted earlier this year to re¬ 
move her last remaining politi¬ 
cal power - the right to become 
involved in the formation of 
coalition governments.

Our Junior League Baseball 
team who recently returned 
with the title of Champion 
from the Latin American 
games are preparing dili¬ 
gently for the World Series 
coming up in three weeks. On 
Thursday evening during the 
weekly popular Carubbian 
Festival in San Nicolas they 
were presented to the general 
public.

This is a 
registration for all breeders of 
whatever kind of animal. It also 
includes those who have bee¬ 
hives, chickens, ducks or rab¬ 
bits, etc. 

Registration is important so 
that the Department can have a 
better view of the exact 
amount of livestock breeders 
and farmers and what types of 
animals are being raised on the 
island. As well as to have bet¬ 
ter knowledge of what exactly 
is being cultivated and pro¬ 
duced on the island by our 


Departmanto di Agricultura, Cria y Pesca 

farmers. This, undoubtedly, 
will provide for a much better 
planning with respect to mat¬ 
ters pertaining to DIP and 
allocating grounds for cultiva¬ 
tion. 

All collected information 
will remain confidential, but it 
is important to have all infor¬ 
mation actualized and up to 
date. This will help the Depart¬ 
ment to better serve the interest 
of each farmer and livestock 
breeder. 

If there are questions re¬ 
garding this information, 
please feel free to call or visit 
the Department personally and 
they will provide you with de¬ 
tailed explanation concerning 
the official registry.

Seven countries join anti¬ 
soot and methane campaign 


PARIS (AFP)— A coalition of 
countries and agencies seeking 
to curb Earth-warming pollu¬ 
tants like soot released by 
wood-fired ovens and methane 
from oil extraction, yesterday 
welcomed seven new members 
to its fold. 

At a meeting in Paris, the 
Clean Air and Climate Coali¬ 
tion, launched by US Secretary 
of State Hillary Clinton in Feb¬ 
ruary, said Britain, Denmark, 
Finland, France, Germany, 
Italy and Jordan were its latest 
members. 

They joined the United 
States, Bangladesh, Canada, 
Colombia, the European Com¬ 
mission, Ghana, Japan, Mex¬ 
ico, Nigeria, Norway, Sweden, 
the World Bank, the UN Envi¬ 
ronment Program (UNEP) and 
the Stockholm Environment 
Institute — bringing to 21 the 
number of members of the vol¬ 
untary coalition. 

"The idea is to come to¬ 
gether around a network to 
scale up actions that could re¬ 


duce these short-lived pollu¬ 
tants in the near term,” United 
States deputy special envoy for 
climate change Jonathan Per¬ 
shing told journalists. 

Short-lived pollutants like 
black carbon or soot, methane 
and fluorinated gases called 
HFCs can potentially be elim¬ 
inated from the atmosphere in 
a much shorter period of time 
than C02, which is the main 
target of international efforts to 
curb global warming but also 
the cause of much political 
bickering. 

Potentially deadly soot is 
emitted from brick-baking 
kilns and wood-fired stoves 
used in developed countries, 
diesel engines in trucks, cars 
and electricity generators, and 
the burning of organic waste. 

It causes respiratory dis¬ 
eases in people and smothers 
crops, and settles in the Arctic 
where it absorbs the sun's heat, 
warms up the atmosphere and 
contributes to glacier melt.

Syria rebels say chemical weapons 


moved to borders 


DAMASCUS (AFP) - Rebels 
accused strongman Bashar al- 
Assad yesterday of moving 
chemical weapons to Syria's 
borders, a day after his belea¬ 
guered regime said it would 
use its stockpiles if attacked. 

Helicopter gunships strafed 
rebel neighbourhoods of se¬ 
cond city Aleppo, as heavy 
fighting forced the closure of a 
third of the shopping malls of 
the commercial capital, pro- 
government media said. 

The Syrian Observatory for 
Human Rights said at least 108 
people were killed in violence 
yesterday across the country. 

The rebel Free Syrian Army 
said the chemical arsenal had 
been moved in a bid to pres¬ 
sure the world community, 
much of which has called for 
Assad to step aside in the face 
of the more than 16-month up¬ 
rising against his rule. 

"According to our informa¬ 
tion, the regime began moving 
its stocks of weapons of mass 
destruction several months 
ago... with the goal of putting 
pressure on the region and the 


international community," said 
the FSA. 

"We also reveal that Assad 
has transferred some of these 
weapons and equipment for 
mixing chemical components 
to airports on the border," it 
added. 

Foreign ministry spokes¬ 
man Jihad Makdissi acknow¬ 
ledged on Monday that Syria 
has chemical weapons and said 
the regime would use them if 
attacked by outsiders, although 
not against its own civilians. 

"Syria will not use any 
chemical or other unconven¬ 
tional weapons against its civil¬ 
ians, and will only use them in 
case of external aggression," he 
said, in remarks that triggered 
a torrent of condemnation, in¬ 
cluding from ally Russia. 

US President Barack 
Obama warned Assad not to 
make the "tragic mistake" of 
unleashing chemical weapons. 

"Given the regime's stock¬ 
pile of chemical weapons, we 
will continue to make it clear 
to Assad and those around him 
that the world is watching," 


said Obama. 

Moscow said it "would like 
to underline that Syria joined" 
a Geneva protocol on the non¬ 
use of such weapons and "pre¬ 
sumes that the Syrian autho¬ 
rities will continue to rigor¬ 
ously abide by its assumed in¬ 
ternational obligations". 

Israel said there was no 
cause for alarm. 

"At the moment, the Syrian 
regime is fighting for its very 
existence, but all of its chemi¬ 
cal weapons and its weapons 
of mass destruction are under 
full control of the regime," de¬ 
fence ministry official Amos 
Gilad said. 

Israel's armed forces chief 
added: "As of this moment, 
Assad has control over the 
stockpiles," and "as far as we 
know, they have not yet passed 
into negative hands, but it 
doesn't mean it won't happen."

Probe of border shooting 
by US agents sought 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Inter-American Human Rights 
Commission yesterday urged 
the United States to investigate 
whether US Border Patrol 
agents used excessive force in 
the shooting death of a Mexi¬ 
can youth. 

The commission, a body of 
the Organization of American 
States, expressed concern "that 
this is not the first time there 
has been an incident of this 
kind, in which excessive and 
disproportionate force is said 
to have been used." 

The commission's request 
involved the July death of Juan 
Pablo Santillan who was shot 
by US agents near the interna¬ 
tional border bridge linking 
Matamoros, Mexico and 
Brownsville, Texas. 

The US Border Patrol said 


agents opened fire after rocks 
were thrown at them and they 
observed a person aiming a 
gun at them from the Mexican 
side. 

The commission called on 
"the US authorities to investi¬ 
gate these actions, in particu¬ 
larly whether the death of Mr 
Santillan could have been a 
consequence of the excessive 
use of lethal force by Border 
Patrol agents." 

The Mexican government 
condemned Santillan's shoo¬ 
ting and also demanded that 
US authorities investigate. 

Another Mexican youth 
was killed in 2010 on the Me¬ 
xican side of the border in Ciu¬ 
dad Juarez from shots fired by 
a US Border Patrol agent. A 
US judge rejected a Mexican 
extradition request in that case. 


British PM's ex-aide charged 
with hacking, Jolie targeted 


LONDON (AFP) - British po¬ 
lice yesterday charged Prime 
Minister David Cameron's ex¬ 
media chief Andy Coulson 
with phone hacking as the 
scandal lapped at the door of 
Downing Street. 

Former tabloid editor Re- 
bekah Brooks will also be 
charged at a later date, police 
confirmed. 

The Crown Prosecution 
Service (CPS) said eight cur¬ 
rent or former employees of 
Rupert Murdoch's now defunct 
News of the World tabloid 
would answer hacking char¬ 
ges, which carries a maximum 
sentence of two years in 
prison. 

In total, police issued 19 
separate charges of conspiring 
to illegally intercept the voice- 
mails of some 600 people, in¬ 


cluding Hollywood stars Brad 
Pitt, Angelina Jolie and Jude 
Law as well as politicians and 
crime victims. 

Prosecutors said the other 
people targeted included Eng¬ 
land and Manchester United 
footballer Wayne Rooney and 
ex-Beatle Paul McCartney. 

Others charged include Stu¬ 
art Kuttner, the News of the 
World's former managing edi¬ 
tor, former news editor Greg 
Miskiw, former head of news 
Ian Edmondson, former chief 
reporter Neville Thurlbeck, 
and reporter James Weatherup. 
All eight will appear in court in 
London on August 16, accord¬ 
ing to the CPS.

Hudson's brother-in-law gets life in 
family killings 


CHICAGO (AFP) - Oscar- 
winning actress Jennifer Hud¬ 
son wiped away tears as her 
brother-in-law was sentenced 
to life in prison by a judge in 
Illinois yesterday for slaying 
her mother, brother and young 
nephew in 2008. 

William Balfour, the es¬ 
tranged husband of Hudson's 
sister Julia, was convicted in 
May of killing his in-laws in 
October 2008 and then hiding 
his stepson's body to try to 
cover up his crimes. 

"Your soul is as barren as 
dark space," Judge Charles 
Burns told Balfour as he im¬ 
posed the maximum sentence 
possible. "You have the heart 
of an arctic night." 

State law requires a manda¬ 
tory minimum of life in prison 
with no chance of parole for 
those convicted of multiple 
murders. 

Bums said that in the inte¬ 
rest of justice, the three life 
sentences should be served 
consecutively, and he also im¬ 
posed a further 120 years for

charges of kidnapping, home 
invasion and possession of a 
stolen vehicle. 

Balfour, who did not testify 
or show any emotion at trial, 
made a brief statement prior to 
the sentencing in which he of¬ 
fered his "condolences to the 
family" and proclaimed his in¬ 
nocence. 

"My deepest prayer goes 
out to Julian King," he said of 
his seven-year-old stepson. 

"I loved him and I still love 


him." 

Hudson, who did not testify 
at the sentencing hearing, 
shook her head in disgust at his 
statement. Another woman 
rushed out of the courtroom, 
quietly sobbing and muttering, 
"I hate him." 

The only victim impact 
statement came from Julian's 
father, who spoke of his pain 
and rage at the loss of his son. 

"It was like a chunk of my 
heart was ripped out," Gregory 
King told the court. "I will 
never understand William Bal¬ 
four's senseless, horrific acts." 

Bums lashed out at Balfour 
for daring to proclaim his love 
for a boy who he said had 
likely looked up to him until 
the moment his stepfather shot 
him in the head. 

"The fact that you tell us in 
open court that you love that 
child is an insult to all of us," 
Burns said, his voice thick 
with emotion. "I don't think 
you have one ounce of remorse 
in your soul." 


Firefighters bring Spain blaze under control 


FIGUERES (AFP) - Spanish 
firefighters, aided by weaker 
winds and cooler temperatures, 
yesterday brought under con¬ 
trol a huge wildfire which 
killed four people and charred 
thousands of hectares. 

"The good news is that the 
wildfire that started in La Jun- 
quera was brought under con¬ 
trol today," said Felip Puig, 
interior minister of the north¬ 
eastern Catalonia region where 
the fire broke out Sunday near 
the French border. 

"We are going to continue 
working still for two or three 
more days but at the moment 
the perimeter of the fire has 
been stabalized," he told AFP 
in the town of Figueres. 

The fire, which officials be¬ 


lieve was likely caused by a 
discarded cigarette butt, has 
ravaged over 14,000 hectares 
(35,000 acres), devouring tall 
trees and leaving charred earth 
and flocks of dead sheep in its 
wake. 

About 1,500 people inclu¬ 
ding emergency and military 


personnel and local volunteers 
battled the blaze yesterday, 
backed by 25 French and 
Spanish aircraft. 

Water-bombing planes were 
grounded Monday because of 
high winds. 

Four people have been 
killed since the fire began. 
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However, while the case has 
provided scientists with ample 
pathways for research on fu¬ 
ture gene therapies, the 
process that appears to have 
cured Brown carries a high 
risk of death and toxicity. 

’’Unfortunately this type of 
intervention is so complex and 
risky it would not be applica¬ 
ble on a large scale,” he said. 

Brown is scheduled to ad¬ 
dress the media in Washington 
in a bid to boost research to¬ 
ward a cure as the US capital 
hosts the world's largest scien¬ 
tific meeting on HIV/AIDS. 

Another group of intense in¬ 
terest is known as the "con¬ 
trollers,” or people whose 
bodies appear to be able to 
stave off HIV infection. 

One type, known as the 
"elite controllers,” test positive 
for HIV but do not appear to 
have the virus in the blood, 
even without treatment. Re¬ 
searchers estimate there may 
be a few hundred of these peo¬ 
ple in the world. 

Another type is the post¬ 
treatment controllers, or peo¬ 
ple who started therapy early 
and are able to stop it without 
seeing the virus rebound. 
Some five to 15 percent of 
HIV-infected people may fit 
this category. 

More details on a group of 
"controllers” in France known 
as the Visconti Cohort is ex¬ 
pected to be released at the 
meeting this week, as interna¬ 
tional scientists share their lat¬ 
est data in the hunt for a cure.

Sunbed tanning can lead to cancer for fair-skinned 




PARIS (AFP) - Sunbed tan¬ 
ning may put fair-skinned peo¬ 
ple at risk of developing skin 
cancer from exposure to high- 
intensity UVA rays, scientists 
warned. 

The Sun's short-wave UVB 
rays are well known to cause 
skin cancer, but the intense 
UVA radiation from tanning 
lamps could also present a risk 


for light-skinned individuals, a 
team from the United States, 
Poland and France reported in 
the journal Nature Communi¬ 
cations. 

In tests on shaved lab mice 
whose results should apply to 
humans too, UVA interacted 
with the pigment melanin to 
cause the most dangerous type 
of skin cancer, melanoma, 


they said. 

"We think that this is a sec¬ 
ond pathway to melanoma,” 
co-author Edward De Fabo, a 
photobiologist at the George 
Washington University in 
Washington, told AFP. 

"You have the known UVB 
pathway (which causes) dam¬ 
age to DNA, and now we are 
saying that UVA interacting 
with melanin can cause dam¬ 
age to the DNA and cause 
melanoma.” 

Tanning lamps, said De 
Fabo, emitted up to 12 times 
the UVA intensity found in 
natural sunlight — made up of 
about 95 percent UVA and five 
percent UVB. 

"The early step in the tan¬ 
ning process is where the real 
risk lies,” he suggested. "That 
is where the real damage tends 
to occur, those very early tans 


that you get when your skin is 
fair.” 

Asked whether he urged peo¬ 
ple to stay away from tanning 
salons, he said: "I would advise 
them definitely not to go.” 

New safety limits will have 
to be set, but the specifics re¬ 
quired further study, he added. 

Very dark-skinned people, 
like those of African origin, 
very rarely develop melanoma 
as their skins do not allow the 
Sun's ultraviolet (UV) radia¬ 
tion to penetrate the deeper 
levels of the epidermis. 

The tans cultivated by fair 
people, in contrast, offered 
very little screening. 

"A lot of people go to those 
sun-tanning parlours because 
they think when they get a 
base tan they are great to go 
out in the high intensity sun¬ 
light. That is just not the case,” 
said De Fabo.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - In¬ 
vestigators are looking into 
two main paths toward a cure 
for AIDS, based on the stun¬ 
ning stories of a small group of 
people around the world who 
have been able to overcome 
the disease. 

Despite progress in treating 
millions of people globally 
with antiretroviral drugs, ex¬ 
perts say a cure is more crucial 
than ever because the rate of 
HIV infections is outpacing 
the world's ability to medicate 
people. 

"For every person who 
starts antiretroviral therapy, 
two new individuals are in¬ 
fected with HIV,” Javier Mar- 
tinez-Picado of the IrsiCaixa 
AIDS Research Institute in 
Spain told the International 
AIDS Conference in Washing¬ 
ton on Tuesday. 

While a cure remains a dis¬ 
tant prospect, he said scientists 
can now "envision a cure from 
two different perspectives,” ei¬ 
ther by eradicating the virus 
from a person's body or coax¬ 


ing the body to control the 
virus on its own. 

The most extraordinary case 
of an apparent cure has been 
seen in an American man in 
his 40s, Timothy Ray Brown, 
also known as the "Berlin pa¬ 
tient,” who was HIV-positive 
and developed leukemia. 

Brown needed a series of 
complex medical interven¬ 
tions, including total body ir¬ 
radiation and two bone 
marrow transplants that came 
from a compatible donor who 
had a mutation in the CCR5 
gene which acts as a gateway 
for allowing HIV into the 
cells. 

People without CCR5 ap¬ 
pear to be immune to HIV be¬ 
cause, in the absence of that 
doorway, HIV cannot pene¬ 
trate the cells. 

"Five years after the trans¬ 
plant the patient remains off 
antiretroviral therapy with no 
viral rebound,” said Martinez- 
Picado. 

"This might be the first ever 
documented patient apparently 
cured of an HIV infection.”

Afghans embrace social media as 
NATO pullout nears 


KINSHASA (AFP) - Con¬ 
golese rangers on Tuesday 
began searching the dense 
Virunga jungle for six families 
of critically endangered moun¬ 
tain gorillas who have not been 
spotted since fighting erupted 
three months ago. 

The regular army has been 
battling a militia led a rene¬ 
gade general in the eastern 
Democratic Republic of 
Congo, where lies part of the 
Virunga Massif that is home to 
the world’s largest community 
of mountain gorillas. 

The park's director Em¬ 
manuel de Merode said in a 
statement that the army and the 
so-called M23 rebels had al¬ 
lowed the rangers to launch 
search operations for the miss¬ 
ing primates in rebel-held ter¬ 
ritory. 

"We are delighted and re¬ 
lieved that all sides in the con¬ 
flict have recognised the need 
to protect Congo's only moun¬ 
tain gorillas," de Merode said. 

The Virunga volcanoes con¬ 
servation area straddles DR 
Congo, Rwanda and Uganda 
and is home to 480 of the 
world's 790 remaining moun¬ 
tain gorillas. Their cause was 
made famous by US zoologist 


Dian Fossey, who was mur¬ 
dered in 1985. 

The danger of extinction 
facing the mountain gorillas, 
whose natural habitat is threat¬ 
ened by expanding human set¬ 
tlements, is increased by 
chronic conflict and poaching. 

"After locating the gorilla 
families, the park's gorilla 
monitoring teams will individ¬ 
ually identify each member of 
the family," the statement said. 

"Their health status will 
also be assessed as mountain 
gorillas are particularly vulner¬ 
able to disease," it added. 

Former rebels named after 
the failed March 23, 2009 
peace deal which saw them in¬ 
tegrate the Congolese army 
defected this year and re¬ 
grouped in the Virunga before 
launching an attack on towns 
in the eastern Nord-Kivu re¬ 
gion. 

With Kinshasa and Kigali 
trading accusations of backing 
eachother's rebels and weeks 
of conflict displacing hundreds 
of thousands of civilians since 
April, DR Congo and Rwanda 
agreed to the principle of an 
international force monitoring 
their border. 


KABUL (AFP) - Ten years 
after the fall of the Taliban, 
who banned modern technol¬ 
ogy as un-Islamic, the use of 
social media in Afghanistan is 
booming as politicians, war¬ 
lords and even militants rush to 
get their message across. 

The hardline Islamists who 
ruled Afghanistan from 1996 to 
2001 and forbade the use of the 
Internet, deeming it a Western 
propaganda tool, now regularly 
use Twitter to promote their 
ideas and boast about attacks 
on NATO forces. 

The militants are reluctant 
to discuss the thinking behind 
their Internet U-turn, but last 
year's Arab Spring was a wake- 
up call to the Muslim world 
about the ability of social 
media to organise mass move- 


SYDNEY (AFP) - Australia's 
feral camel population has 
dropped by an estimated 
250,000 in recent years, but 
the arid outback is still home 
to the world's largest wild 
herd, officials said Tuesday. 

The Australian Feral Camel 
Management Project said 
about 750,000 camels were 
thought to roam the country's 
desert heartland. 

"Between 2001 and 2008, it 
was estimated that there could 
have been as many as a million 
feral camels in the outback," 
said Jan Ferguson, the manag¬ 
ing director of Ninti One, 
which manages the project. 

"Since then, however, there 
has been a major drought, the 
feral camel management pro¬ 
gramme has come into effect 
and population survey tech¬ 
niques have been improved." 

Camels, first introduced as 
pack animals to help early set¬ 
tlers in the 19th century, roam 
wild in the states of Western 
Australia, South Australia and 
Queensland in the east, as well 
as the Northern Territory. 

About 85,000 were culled 
under a plan to reduce their 
impact on sensitive areas and 


ments and communicate a 
message outside traditional 
channels.

Tablets to push US electronic sales 
above $200 bn 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
consumer electronic sales are 
expected to top $200 billion 
for the first time this year, pro¬ 
pelled by strong growth in 
tablet computers, an industry 
group said yesterday. 

The semiannual forecast re¬ 
leased by the Consumer Elec¬ 
tronics Association showed an 
estimated 5.9 percent growth 
in US sales this year, two 
points higher than previously 
projected in January. 

The forecast said industry 
sales will surpass $206 billion 
this year, the first time re¬ 
venues in the United States are 
expected to top the $200 bil¬ 
lion mark. 

Sales growth is projected to 
continue into 2013, when in¬ 
dustry revenues will likely 
grow 4.5 percent to $215.8 bil¬ 
lion, the group said. 


The industry "is offering 
what consumers want during 
these uncertain economic 
times: innovation and value," 
said association president and 
chief executive Gary Shapiro. 

"Consumers’ desire for con¬ 
nected devices is pushing pro¬ 
jected revenues higher than 
originally anticipated, but the 
long-term health of our indus¬ 
try relies on a strong and grow¬ 
ing US economy." 

Sales of mobile connected 
devices, led by tablets, are a 
key factor in the growth out¬ 
look. The association said 
tablet sales would hit $29.1 
billion for the year, $10.8 bil¬ 
lion more than forecasted in 
January. 

The association is forecast¬ 
ing 83 percent sales growth 
year-over-year in tablets and 
total unit sales of 68.5 million. 


"Tablets are the fastest- 
growing product category in 
the history of the CE industry, 
and sales will continue to in¬ 
crease as more products hit the 
market, offering consumers 
more choices in size, price, op¬ 
erating systems and app 
ecosystems," said Steve 
Koenig, the association's direc¬ 
tor of industry analysis. 

Smartphone unit sales are 
expected to grow 24 percent to 
108 million units, accounting 
for revenue of $33.7 billion in 
2012. 

The group forecasts a mod¬ 
est increase in laptop sales to 
21.3 million units and rev¬ 
enues of $14.9 billion. 

Sales of networked-enabled 
TVs are projected to top 10 
million, growing 56 percent in 
2012, with revenue up 20 per¬ 
cent at $9 billion. 


Barclays says former lawyer to head 
rate-rigging probe 


LONDON (AFP) - Barclays 
announced yesterday that a 
top lawyer-turned-banker 
would lead an independent 
review into the group's cul¬ 
ture in the wake of the Libor 
rate-rigging scandal. 

Anthony Salz, a former 
corporate lawyer who now 
sits as executive vice chair¬ 
man at financial advisory 
group Rothschild, has agreed 
to head the review process, 
Barclays said in an official 
statement. 

Salz is expected to publish 
his findings in Spring 2013, 
ahead of the bank's annual 
general meeting in June. He 
will report to Deputy Chair¬ 
man Michael Rake, and a 
sub-committee of the Bar¬ 


clays board. 

"Barclays has a real op¬ 
portunity to use the events of 
the past weeks to drive a 
change in its values and prac¬ 
tices, and I look forward to 
hearing views on the changes 
that should be made," Salz 
said in the statement. 

"I very much hope that 
this review will significantly 
assist Barclays in rebuilding 
trust and reaffirming its posi¬ 
tion as one of our leading in¬ 
stitutions." 

Barclays had announced 
earlier this month that it 
would establish the inde¬ 
pendent review into its busi¬ 
ness practices after the 
rate-rigging affair. 

The London-listed bank 


was recently fined £290 mil¬ 
lion ($451 million, 371 mil¬ 
lion euros) after admitting 
that it attempted to manipu¬ 
late the Libor and Euribor 
rates between 2005 and 2009. 

The scandal prompted the 
resignation of Barclays chief 
executive Bob Diamond and 
chairman Marcus Agius, and 
also sparked a fierce political 
debate over ethics in banking. 

Libor (London Interbank 
Offered Rate) is a flagship 
London instrument used as 
an interest benchmark 
throughout the world, while 
Euribor is the eurozone 
equivalent. The rates play a 
key role in global markets, 
affecting what banks, busi¬ 
nesses and individuals pay to 
borrow money. 

Meanwhile yesterday, the 
head of Britain's financial 
watchdog denied that regula¬ 
tors could have spotted bank 
rate-rigging, but admitted 
that regulation was "danger¬ 
ous" and "flawed" in the run¬ 
up to the global financial 
crisis. 

Lord Adair Turner, chair¬ 
man of the Financial Services 
Authority (FSA), said regula¬ 
tors made "big mistakes" and 
would have to share respon¬ 
sibility with banks for restor¬ 
ing trust. 

Turner, speaking in central 
London, added that regula¬ 
tors could not have stopped 
fixing of the inter-bank rate 
without "prohibitively expen¬ 
sive" supervision.

Eurozone crisis darkens 
as Germany's top rating 
threatened

BERLIN (AFP) - The euro¬ 
zone crisis took a fresh turn for 
the worse yesterday after rat¬ 
ings agency Moody's threa¬ 
tened to cut Germany's 
coveted top credit rating amid 
fears the bloc's difficulties 
could pull it apart. 

The shock decision to slash 
the outlook of Germany, Eu¬ 
rope's top economy and pay¬ 
master, from "stable" to 
"negative" came as auditors ar¬ 
rived in debt-wracked Greece 
and Spain's top finance official 
headed to Berlin for talks. 

The news pushed Spain's 
borrowing costs above 7.5 per¬ 
cent — well above the seven- 
percent mark that forced others 
into bailouts — but European 
stocks rebounded slightly as 
positive Chinese data offset the 
Moody's bombshell. 

Moody's said its decision 
was based on "rising uncertainty 
regarding the outcome of the 
euro area debt crisis (and the)... 
increased likelihood of Greece's 
exit from the euro area." 

Even if Greece manages to 
stay in the 17-member bloc, 
Moody's said there was "an in¬ 
creasing likelihood that greater 
collective support for other 
euro area sovereigns, most no¬ 


tably Spain and Italy, will be 
required." 

Germany's top rating could 
be cut, Moody's said, if Berlin 
needed to shore up its banks as 
a result of the crisis, if the bloc 
were to split or Germany were 
to see its own borrowing costs 
— currently at record lows — 
rise. 

Policymakers raced to dis¬ 
miss the action. 

The head of the Eurogroup 
of eurozone finance ministers, 
Jean-Claude Juncker, immedi¬ 
ately stressed a "strong com¬ 
mitment" to the bloc's stability 
after the warning, which also 
hit the Netherlands and his na¬ 
tive Luxembourg.

Italian archaeologists close in on real 
'Mona Lisa' 


FLORENCE (AFP) - Archae¬ 
ologists on Tuesday unearthed 
a skeleton in a rare state of 
preservation in Florence in 
what they believe may be a 
crucial step towards unravel¬ 
ling the mystery of the identity 
of the woman with the most 
enigmatic smile in the world. 

Several bodies have been 
discovered in the hunt to find 
the mortal remains of Lisa 
Gherardini, the Florentine no¬ 
blewoman widely believed to 
have served as the muse for 
Leonardo da Vinci’s "Mona 
Lisa". 

Silvano Vinceti, who heads 
up the team of Italian archae¬ 


the convent’s new cement 
floor last year, after fresh doc¬ 
uments confirmed that Gher¬ 
ardini, the wife of rich 
Florentine silk merchant 
Francesco del Giocondo, had 
lived in the convent after her 
husband died and was looked 
after by her two daughters 
who were nuns. 

She was eventually in¬ 
terred there. 

Del Giocondo is thought to 
have commissioned the por¬ 
trait from the Renaissance 
artist, and though there is lit¬ 
tle proof, most art historians 
agree that Lisa Gherardini

Although the researchers 
had previously discovered bits 
of bones and two sets of re¬ 
mains in the convent, the latest 
skeleton to be unearthed is the 
best preserved, crucially, with 
the skull intact. 

It also lies close to the tiny 
nunnery's Franciscan altar, 
thereby placing the grave in 
the right historic period. 

If her identity is confirmed, 
the researchers will begin the 
two-month process of recon¬ 
structing the skeleton's face. 

The true identity of "Mona 
Lisa" and her smile have in¬ 
trigued art lovers around the 
world for centuries, and the ar¬ 
chaeologists working on the 
digs say it is incredible to be 
this close to revealing one of 
the world's best kept secrets. 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - The most recent Batman movie "The Dark Knight Rises" had 
the third largest opening weekend ever, despite the movie theater massacre in Aurora, 
Colorado, according to figures released Monday. This might have proved a marketing 
nightmare for the studio, and Warner Brothers, initially did not publish weekend box 
office figures -- a move swiftly followed by rivals, wary of offending the public. But 
when figures were released on Monday they showed that "The Dark Knight Rises" -- 
directed by Christopher Nolan -- had earned $160.9 million in its first three days, ac¬ 
cording to Exhibitor Relations, which tracks ticket sales. The last chapter in the Bat¬ 
man trilogy comes behind opening weekend grosses for "The Avengers" ($207.4 
million) and the final Harry Potter movie, "Harry Potter and the Deathly Hallows, Part 
2" ($169.2 million). However both "The Avengers" and "Harry Potter" were 3-D movies, 
meaning the ticket prices were higher. "The Dark Knight Rises" had the most prof¬ 
itable weekend of any 2-D film, earning more than the $158.4 million raked in by its 
2008 trilogy predecessor, "The Dark Knight," according to industry figures. The 3-D 
computer-animated adventure comedy "Ice Age: Continental Drift" was second in box- 
office receipts, raking in $20.4 million dollars in its second week on the big screen, 
according to Exhibitor Relations. Third was "The Amazing Spider-Man," starring An¬ 
drew Garfield, with $10.8 million, followed by cheeky teddy bear comedy "Ted" with 
$10 million, and Pixar studio's 3-D animated fairytale "Brave" with $6 million.

"Being a Muslim female ath¬ 
lete is most important for me. 

"I represent a country where

De Villiers, asked how she 
felt about being the only New 
Zealand judoka at the Games, 
said: "It is only me, so there is 
quite a lot of pressure, but it is 
good to get the sport out 
there."

London drafts in more 
soldiers for Games 


LONDON (AFP) - Britain 
drafted another 1,200 troops 
Tuesday to plug a security gap 
at the London Olympics left 
by the failure of a private se¬ 
curity firm to provide enough 
guards. 

The deployment just three 
days before the opening cere¬ 
mony takes the extra troops 
brought in for the Olympics to 
4,700 after security giant G4S 
said it could not provide the 
10,000 guards it had originally 
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promised. 

Culture Secretary Jeremy 
Hunt said the numbers to be 
provided by G4S "continue to 
rise significantly" but that 
ministers would "leave noth¬ 
ing to chance" in Britain’s 
biggest ever peacetime secu¬ 
rity operation. 

In total, 18,200 soldiers are 
now helping to guard 10,500 
competitors at the Games, 
alongside thousands of private 
guards and police. 

The security issue continues 
to dog the Games, but Paul 
Deighton, the chief executive 
of London Games organisers 
LOCOG, insisted the decision 
to deploy the additional troops 
was simply a case of "chang¬ 
ing the mix within the existing 
(security) plan". 

The killing of 11 Israelis at 
the 1972 Munich Olympics in 
a massacre by Palestinian 
guerrillas has haunted every 
Games organisers since. 

On Tuesday, the widow of 
one of the victims branded 
Olympic officials "chickens 
and cowards" for refusing to 
hold a minute's silence at the 
opening ceremony in London. 

Rogge, meanwhile, vowed 
no let-up in the fight against il¬ 
legal betting and doping at 
London 2012 as the IOC 
began a three-day session 
ahead of the Games. 

He said the battles against 
the twin threats should also 
come with good and responsi¬ 
ble governance of all sports. 

"The fight against doping 
and illegal gambling remain 
the absolute priorities for the 
IOC," he said, pledging an in¬ 
crease in targeted testing and 
in-depth monitoring of betting 
patterns. 


Drogba may miss 
Manchester Utd clash 


Shanghai (AFP) - Shanghai 
Shenhua signing Didier 
Drogba may not play in his 
side's high-profile friendly 
against Manchester United on 
Wednesday due to a back in¬ 
jury, team manager Sergio 
Batista said. 

The former Chelsea star 
missed a public training ses¬ 
sion on Tuesday, and Batista 
said he would make a final de¬ 
cision on Drogba's inclusion 
in the squad nearer to the 
game. 

"Right now we can't say for 
sure because he has a back 
problem. We will see tomor¬ 
row," said the Argentinian. 

The Ivory Coast star made 
his debut in China last Sun¬ 
day, coming on as a second 
half substitute to set up his 
side's equalizer in a 1-1 draw 
away to Guangzhou R&F. 

The highly-anticipated 
clash with United could see 
Drogba reunited with former 
Chelsea team-mate Nicolas 
Anelka for the first time since 
the pair left the English Pre¬ 
mier League. 

Drogba joined Shenhua in 
June on a two-and-a-half year 
contract reported to be worth 
around 200,000 pounds 


($314,000) a week. 

Batista suggested he may 
choose a second-string squad 
to play against Sir Alex Fergu¬ 
son's men, saying he would 
rest key players in preparation 
for Shenhua's clash away to 
league leaders Guangzhou 
Evergrande on Saturday. 

United players also ap¬ 
peared at the public training 
session and were watched by 
a cheering crowd of several 
hundred red-shirted Chinese 
fans.

Social media buzzing with ceremony 'secrets* 


Drugs cheats to be 
caught as never 
before - Vi ADA 


LONDON (AFP) - Athletes 
taking banned drugs at Lon¬ 
don 2012 are more likely to be 
detected than at any previous 
Olympic Games, the president 
of the World Anti-Doping 
Agency (WADA) said Tues¬ 
day. 

And John Fahey added he 
was already taking comfort 
from the fact that more than 
100 athletes who could have 
competed at London had been 
caught taking drugs in the six 
months leading up to June. 

"There has been a coherent 
effort to make London as 
clean as possible and doping 
athletes must be aware their 
chances of getting away with 
it are the smallest ever," said 
Fahey, a former Australian fi¬ 
nance minister. 

Fahey said those involved 
in battling the dopers faced 
several challenges. 

"The availability of sub¬ 
stances, the costs of anti-dop¬ 
ing activities are just two of 
them," he explained 

"Then there is the re-analy- 
sis of the samples — and also 
too often we catch the dopey 
(stupid) doper while the so¬ 
phisticated one gets away." 

Fahey said that he was 
keen for sanctions such as 
bans to apply to all those 
who’d helped athletes dope, 
rather than just the competi¬ 
tors themselves. 


"One of the increasing dan¬ 
gers round the athletes is the 
sophistication of their en¬ 
tourage," he said. "We must 
see if we can punish them as 
they are seeking to profit from 
the athlete doping." 

Fahey admitted there was a 
certain fatigue surrounding the 
question of the anti-doping 
battle but added: "Sport is a 
mirror image of society." 

He also suggested new dis¬ 
ciplinary measures could be 
put in place to punish the most 
severe dope cheats. 

"For the most serious form 
of doping then the punishment 
could be increased from eight 
to 14 years," he said. 

WADA are also contem¬ 
plating a new clause in their 
revised code, due to be pub¬ 
lished in 2013, which would 
limit dope cheats' participation 
in future Olympic Games. 

Such a clause could also 
prevent a repeat of the legal 
wrangle that ended with the 
Court of Arbritration for Sport 
ruling in April the British 
Olympic Association's life¬ 
time Games ban for dope 
cheats was non-compliant 
with the WADA code. 

That ruling paved the way 
for the British duo of sprinter 
Dwain Chambers and cyclist 
David Millar, both guilty of 
doping offences earlier in their 
respective careers, to compete 
at the London Olympics.

ence — which included guests 
of the Games organisers and 
families of those taking part - 
- not to leak out details about 
the event, which is set to be 
watched by billions world¬ 
wide on television. 

The Twitter hashtag 
"savethesurprise" was embla¬ 
zoned on the stadium's giant 
screens. 

Boyle, 55, who directed 
the hit films "Trainspotting" 
and "Slumdog Millionaire", 
and his creative team have 
done their best to keep most 
details of the opening cere¬ 


mony secret. 

But the Oscar winner ac¬ 
knowledges that in the age of 
social media and camera 
phones, keeping everything 
under wraps will be impossi¬ 
ble. 

However, details began to 
emerge nonetheless as people 
left the run-through buzzing 
with excitement and taking to 
Twitter. 

Spectators tweeted pic¬ 
tures of the event, some with 
their spare hand covering 
most of the action. 


Organisers have already 
revealed that the ceremony 
will feature a recreation of 
the British countryside, in¬ 
cluding live farmyard ani¬ 
mals. 

He showed off a model 
layout of the set, which fea¬ 
tures a hill at one end and 
clouds hanging over it. 

The theme of the cere¬ 
mony is "Isles of Wonder", 
inspired by a passage from 
Shakespeare's comedy "The
